\ I find the DoRor'p, 1. would not on the account of -the Day, 
whether the Seventh or the Firſt, give any Diſturbance to the 
Peace or Pradtice of the Church where he Lives, ſothat a Sab- 
bath be duly obſerved, cho' perhaps not upon what Day he ſhould 


chooſe. -

What Day he would chooſe, I know not, but hopz it would 
be the Day the Lord hath Choſen and Bleſſed, 

Bur the Queſtion is not, what Day he would chooſe to reſt 
upon, but what day we ought to chooſe,and I am willing to hope 
he would chooſe that Day, which after the belt JuUgment 1 
can make uzon lits Book, Ithink, is the Seventh Day, and that 
he means that Day, by that, otherways Doubctul Ex orel- 
[10N. 

And I chink the Word is the Rule of Worſhip, &c. And not 
the PraRile of the Church where we live. 

Nor know I certainly what Church may be meant, for that 
2 and [I live in an Age, wherein there are variety differing a 
little from one another, nor aml willing to diſturb the true Peace 
of the Churches of Chriſt ; but if in any thing they be defe- 
ive in their Judgment, or Practice, their Peace lies in their re- 
curning to their Obedience, which « better than Sacrifice, 1 Sam.

And till the Lord bring that about, I ſee little likelyhood the 
Sabbath ſhould be ly obſerved, or have the full Blefling be- 
ſtowed on it, which ts annexed co it. 


Nor do I think the true Sabbath is ſo hard to» be found as he 
ſuppoſes, to whom I may ſay as Moſes to the 1ſraelires, Deut. 30. 


11, 12, 13, 14. Thu Commandment « not hid from thee, neither « 
it far offy ©*Tis not beyond the Seas that we ſhould need to go* 
* round the Earth to fetch it, (as the Dr. p. 79. pleaſantly advi- 
© ſech) but the Word is very nigh unto thee, in thy Mouth, and 
© in thine Heart, that thou maylſt do it. - 

He ſays allo, p. 1. That he does not know whetber Sunday be « 
fir it or ſecond, @ third or « ſeventh Day, in a coxtinual Circulation of 
Weeks from the Creation, or Chriſt's rime 5 and if fo, he is at 
a great uncertainty, and I do not wonder it he be yer to chooſe 
his Day ; which Expreſſions in his firſt Page, may give ſome 
Light co ſtate this GCrattion, for if he does not know from 
Chriſt's time, which Day of the Week Sunday, as he calls 
it, is, I ſee very little reaſon why he ſhould obſerve it. 

He adds, And what it w 5 le for bim to know, be think 
will be no Crime to be ignorant of 5 and it he do not know what 
Day of the Week Swwday s, and much more if it be impoſlible 
for him to know it, I ſee noreaſon at all why he ſhould write a 
Book for the Obſervation of a Day impoſlible for him to know.

All the Chriſtian and Hebrew Churches in the World, 1 think, 
are agreed, that Sunday is the firſt Day of the Week, which 
Day I preſume by the reſt of his Book, the Door obſerves, 
and if we be 1ight in that (as T think we are) that Sunday is the 
firſt Day, ic will be no great Task by telling ſeven, to reſolve 
which is the ſeventh Day. | 

Bur notwithſtanding the impoſlibility for him to know what 
Day ot the Week Swnday is, he is ſufficiently ſatisfied that we 
ought to keep a Sabbath, and ſo am I, and I think we may be 
luthciently certain, which i the ſeventh Day in the weekly Cir- 
culation, and am willing to oblerve that Bleſſed and San&ified 
Day and Time, whichl1 think is the Lord's Day, and nor chan- 
gd, and fo not hard to be found. | 

And I do not think God has left the ſtreſs of a Point, where- 
on his Publick Worſhip doth ſomewhat depend, upon a thing 
impoliible tor us to know ; by his Word and Works, he can 
mak-z this plain to all, : | 

| :r{t, I agree with him, that the place of Worſhip under the 
Goipzl, p. 2. is not ſo material, whether this, or that, Fob» 4. 
21, 23. 1 Tim.2, B. God « @ Spirit, and bis true worſhippers did, 
do, and (ball apr ty oe in ſpirit and in truth. And I know no co- 
lour now for the Holineſs of Places, for which yet (as the Dr. 
p. 3.) ſome are zealous. 

I agree with him that Chritmas is of Human Inſtitution, 
which I think he admits by the words; ſo be it, p. 3. which I 
think does alſo lay aſide all other Holy Days, which are bur of 
Human Inſtitution ; and p. 13. about .Chrifmas the Door ſays, 
It us not agreed among#t Chronologies, either what Year, or what 
Mumth, much lefi what day of that Month our Saviour was Born, 
yet (he ſays) we keep December. the 25th, in memory of bu 
Birth, as ſuppoſing bim to have\been then Born : And p. 45. he lays, 
No Man at this Day know) what Day it was, and p. 13. That we 
are at ſo great unceriamty, as we bee the Tear 1692 from bu Cw- 
cumciſion to begin the firft of January, and the ſame Tear bu Concep- 
tion not tall the 25th of March after; as if his Birth and Circum- 
ciſion had been a quarter of a Year before his Conception : 
And ſo the Doctor leaves thoſe days, If I miſtake not, utterly 
uncertain. 

In p. 12. he tells us, The Paſcal Tables which ſhould direft 
what day to keep Eaſter on, do put ws further out then if we had none 


at all.

2, & 3. that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
ing to his Divinity was God, and is fo, the true God, 
the God that made Heaven and Earth, .the God who delivered 
the Law at Mount Synai, and Ithink thoſe three, the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Spirit, are on Febovab, Deut. 6. 4. 5. Febowab 
e/Elobenu, Febovah our Mightieſt, « Jehovah eAchad, i one Febo- 
vab, was, u, and will' be one febevab, (1. e.) the Lord our God, 
is one Lord, and Mark 12. 29, 30. 7 Lord our God, is one Loyd, 

which are the words of Jeſus. 

AndI agree alſo, chat the Blefling and Sanifying the ſeventh 
Day, Gen. 2. 3. was by fehovab, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit, which goes far in this Queſtion, and I chink proves 
the ſeventh Day tobe the Lord's Day. h 

| And when he has acknowledged the Father, Son, and the 
Holy Spirit to be three, yet but one God, the Lord Fehowab, 
&c. he adds, p. 3. But he cannot agree that Chrift, as God, and 
Man , (in Contradiſtintion to the Father, and Holy Spirit) 
dis all thoſe things, for he that is Chriſt, was not then Man. | 

Which Words of the Doctor, of what he does agree, and 
what he cannot agree, inſinuates, as if I had ſaid, that Chriſt 
as God-Mandid all thoſe things, which the Doctor cannot agree, 
whereas he muſt needs know that is not fo, for I neither (ay, 
nor ever thought (till that I read it in Mr. G. T. and the Door) 
that Chriſt was Incarnate at the making of the World, or at his 
giving of the Law on Smai; fo as the Door has not well ſur. 
mized in this, and any Reader may ſee it is not fo; for Chriſt 
rook our Nature on him about 4oeo years after the Creation; 
and I find not a word of any Contradiſtinion between the Fa- 
ther and the Holy Spirit, and the Son in the Enquiry, but the 
dice& contrary, viz. their oneneſs with the Son in thoſe Works, 
which they both cannot but know. | 

And he adds, p. 3. what he ſhould rather ſay about our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt's blefling the ſeventh Day, becauſe he was not 
then the Lord Chriſt,(God and Man)&c.ſeemsto make the Sur- 
mize ſomewhat worſe, upon which he ſays, that I p. 64. lay 
great ſtreſs) tor neither I, nor any other that I know, has ſaid 
or thought, that Chriſt, when he Bleſſed the ſeventh Day was 


then'in the Fleſh, ſo that in this I think the Door blama- 
ble. |

But the Door does acknowledge that the Son is Febovab, 
(i. e.) that he is Lord; for which ſee Enquiry, p. 9. 10. &c. and 
I think he does believe thatthe Son of God is Jeſus,, that is, the 
Saviour, the only Saviour, and that he is Chriſt, that is, the © 
anointed for that Glorious Bleſſed Work of Redemption, that 
is, the Meſſiah, he is called, as I think, often in the Old-Teſta- 
ment. 

For the Father has choſen ns in him, before the foundation of the 
World, in him, thatis, in the Lord Feſus Chriſt, and our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, as Chriſt, is expreſly named, Epb. 1. 2, 3, 4 

And in Colo. 1. 16. ſpeaking of Chriſt, as he by whom all 
things were created, that are in Heaven, and that are in Earth: V. 17. 
and be is before all things, he, that is, Chriſt, is expreſly Colo/. 
t. 2, 3. there named the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, who v. 19. created all things; and Chriſt is named our, 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt in every Epiſtle from Rom. to the Heb. (for (o' 
far I ſearched a little) and that frequently,and ſometime after alſo. 

Mr. G.T. (whom the Door in this Objection leemsto follow) 
writes of this great Myſtery in two or three places under the 
like and greater miſtakesS@nd fo at preſent I leave him. Buc 
for the Door to impoſe upon his Readers herein, as he does 
9, 2, 3. ſeems blameable. 

And why he thus: begins in a Cale which relates to the 
Deity of Chriſt \with ſuch Inſinuations, for which he has no 
colour, that I know, from the Enquiry, wherein Chriſt's Deity 
and his being Fehowab is directly affirmed, unleſs ic be ar ficlt to 
infuſe:ſome Prejudice, I am not willling to conjecture. 

And as to this, it the Holy Spirit by Pa«/, names Chriſt the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, in whom the Father * 
hath choſen his, before the foundation of the world, by whom all 
things were created, and who was before all things. I ſee no reaſon 
why Mr. G. 7. and the Door ſhould vary from the Apoſtles. ex- 
preffions, and divers other Scriptures. And ſuch Artifices the 
Reader may diſcern afterward. 

I agree alio with the Door, That God who made the world 
in ſix days, reſted the ſeventh day, Gen. 2. 2, 3. Exod. av. 
11. And that be bleſſed the ſabbath day, and hallowed (or San- 
ified) i:, Door p, 3. and here be does read it, not @ ſeventh, 
bue the ſeventh Day; tne ſame Hebrew word here in Gen. 2. 2, 
& 3. Hahebigni, which is uſed in Exod. 20. 10, 11. which 
fome would render there a ſeventh; and the Reaſon and

Sence of Gen. 2. 2, & 3. does require, that it be rendered as the 
word ſignifics, the Seventh Day, for no man (that I know) does 
imagine that the Lord, Gen, 2. 2, & 3. Bleſſed and Sanctified 
any other Day of the Week for Reſt, but that only, on which 
he Reſted, and that was expreſly not 2, but the Seventh, and no 
other day of the Week; and ſo I think, for all atter Seventh 
days in the Circulation of afrer Weeks, and Criſt in the time 
of his Incarnation kept not a Sabbath, but the Sabbath, and 
| ſarely he underſtood his own Inſtitution, and was not miltaken 
in the Day. 

And the DoRor p. 4. ſays, The Words be Bl:ſſed and Sanfified 
it, may be a ſtrong Intimation for Mankind ever atter to ob- 
ſerve the Seventh day, &c. Put (he lays) ts not expreſly ſaid: 
And that the Seventh day Bleſled and Sanctified, Gen. 2. 2, & 
3- is not only a ſ{trong Intimation, as the Doctor, but does in- 
clude the"Seventh day of every Week afterward in a continual 
Succellion, or Circulation of Days ; and Weeks, I think, is 
——__ by the Words of Bleſſing, and Sanctifying, or making 

oly the Seventh day (which are comprehenſive Words) and 
from Exod. 20. 10, 11. as that day of every Weck which Men were 
and are to remember to keep Holy. And God's Sabbatizing on the 
Seventh day, was, as I Qink: that Man might keep . the Sab- 
bath day in the continual Circulation of Weeks in a Spiritual 
Reſt. 

And in this Scripture Gey. 2. 2, we have the Foundation for 
the Seventh day Sabbath , where the Words are, And on the 
ſeventh day God had ended bis work which be bad made, and be 
refted, or ſabbatized on the ſeventh day, from all bis work which he 
bad made, Heb. 4. 4 Where it is ſaid, he ſpake of the Seventh 
day in this wile, and God did reſt the ſeventh day from all bis works 
and Elohim bleſſed the ſeventh day,and ſenttified it, becauſe that mu 
be bad refted from all bis works which God created and made, Gen. 
2. 3 And from God's Sabbatizing here, it is, That the ſeventh 
day is called the ſabbath, Exod. 20. 9. 11. And throughout the 
Old and New-Teſtament, from the Heb. root Shbabath he kept 
Sabbath : And the Lords Blefling the Seventh day, Gen. 2. 3. 
makes it a day of his diſtributing the greateſt heavenly Bleſlings 
upon all that obey his Vaice, 

And his San&ifying the Seventh day,. ſhews it to be Conlc- 
crated, and fo ſeparated from all common Works, and earchly 
Employments, and ſhews it tg þe Dedicated and Sandtified by 


him,

him, to his Worſhip, as an Holy day, and as his day (4. e.) the 
Lords day to be uſed in Holy Solemn Exerciſes of Religion 
as long as the World laſts, till Believers come to that Sabba- 
iſm in Heaven, which remains for the People of God, Heb. 4. 
 $,9. 

; And he that doubts the Seventh day, Ger. 2. 2, 3+ does not 
include every Seventh day in the continual Succeflion of Weeks, 
may lee by compating Exod. 20, that this Inſtitution is not men- 
tioned in Exod. 20. as then firſt given,bur as that which God had 
Inſtituted upon his creating the World, and the keeping the 
, weekly Sabbath, was as abſolutely neceſſary for the Spiritual 
good of thoſe Believers, and others who lived in the firlt Apes 
of the World after the Fall (and of Adam and Eve alſo if 
they had not fallen) as it is for us at this day, to Con- 
template his infinite Excellencies, and mighty Works. 

And p. 3. from Gen. 2. 2, 3. and Exod. 20. 11. hedoes agree, 
that God hath appointed (after fix days. of ordinary Labour) 
Man ſhould obſerve a Seventh day of Holy reit, and this in a 
continual Succeſhon, which I think goes far to reſolve this que- 
ſtion,not a,but the Seventh day only being firſt inſticuted, Gem. 2. 
and afterward obſerved as a Sabbath throughout the Scri- 

ures. 

f And if he agrees (as he does p. 3.) that it was che Seventh 
day that was Bleſſed and SanRtified, Ger. 2. 3. and that this is 
a clear and ancient Teſtimony for the Holineſs of time, as he 
. doth, then, till another SanRified Day of the Week, and ano- 
ther weekly time can be found which is Bleſſed and Sandtified 
by the Lord; we are (for onght I can fee) to reſt or keep 
Sabbath'upon the Seventh day, as our Lord did, by whom we 
have no other weekly Day or Time Conſecrated, or obſerved 
as Holy, but only the Seventh day, and the DoRor's opinion of 
the Holineſs of this time has confirmed, and as I think: eſfta- 
bliſhed my Thoughts of the Holineſs of the Seventb-day-Sab- 
bath. | 

I agree allo with him, that the Law of the Sabbath is one of 
the Ten Commands, Exod. 20. and am not only willing ro 
think (as the Door) but am ſatisfied it was a Law before, and 
that not only becauſe we find it obſerved Exod. 16. before the 
Law given at Sinei, Exod 20. (in which Exod. 16. 25, 26. the 
Seventh day is called a Sabbath to the Lord, (4 e.) the Lord's 
day) but eſpecially (as the DoRor acknowledges) for that Gen.

The Exampie of Gd6d's keeping the firſt Seventh-day-Sabbath, 
15 one undeniable Evidence ot the Seventh-day- Sabbath kept 
atter the Creation. For Gen. 2. 1. The beavens, and the earth, 
and all the Hoſts of them, were finiſhed before the ſeventh day, and 
ſo the Seventh day was kept atcer the Creation, and before the 
Flood. | 

A ſecond Evidence is the ſame repeated, Gen. 2. 3. And: God 
bleſſed the ſeventh day, and ſantified it, becauſe that in it he 
had reſted from all his Work which he had Created and 
Made. 

Which Repetition of God's reſting the Seventh day, does 
ſtrongly inculcate and inforce our Duty, and certainly prove 
that God had reſted the Seventh day after the Creation, and be-

I Reply, that I doubt we have many great Faults not hard 
to be found, and I commend to the Door Rev. 3. 17. Bur I 
know nothing of Prejudice or Fondnefs, corrupt Nature and 
human Frailties, by Grace dilallowed in this, and all Caſes ex- 
Cepted, as he ſurmites ; AG Sauce" find in the Scriptures

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any Truth which would corre& my Converſation, and make ic 
agreeable co Gods Will, after due ſeach and conſideration ho- 
neſtly and conſcientiouſly to comply with it, as other Chriſtians 
do or ought; and this queſtion has been conlidered by me 
now near twenty ſix Years. 

And if ſuch Truth, according to the beit of that Knowledge 
God hath graciouſly given concern others alſo, then to com- 
municate 1c, and it it be a Truth, which can be by me no 
other way opened to them, then to do it in this fort, as I weak- 
ly can, and I ſhall be heartily glad the Doctor or any other 
would do it much better, as he is very well able. 

And it we are nat to hide our ſelves from onr Brother's 
Ox, or his Sheep when we [ee them go aſtray, Dewi. 22. x, 2, 


; Xnd if we are obliged when others, eſpecially our Brethren, 
err in Judgment or Practice to reprove them, How much 
moreare we bound when we fee many erring in a moral Duty, 
to endeavour to ſet them right ? 

And to ſurmiſe upon him that he writes thoſe Reflections, and 
many others, to prepoſlleſs and prejudice Readers I am loath to 
do. 

Nor had I made this Vindicationiif T had not been compelled 
by the DoRor's Charge. 

And as to the Ifaelites keeping the true Seventh-day-Sabbath 
commanded Exod. 20. from thence to the Incarnation of our 
Lord, I do not remember the DoRor to deny it; for which I 
think there is enough ſaid in the Enquiry, p. 26. 27, 28. and 
much more might be added if need were; and I am unwilling 
ro write againthe ſame things, altho* by repeating the ſame Ob- 
j-Rions, and reinforcing the old with new Words; I am ſome- 
time conſtrained fo to do. 

And in general I ſay, that as far as I can judge, there is e- 
nough ſaid in the Enquiry to prove that (not A, but) The 
Sabbath Inſtictuted Gey. 2. and Repeated Exod. zo. and obſerved 
from thence to Chriſts coming, and (with every tictle of the 
reſt of the Moral Law) confirmed, and made perpetual by 
Chriſt in Adarth. 5.17, 18, 19. and Luke 16. 14, 17. who cer- 
tainly knew the true Sabbath day, binds all men, till the Hea- 
yen and Earth paſs away, which is not yet.

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And (not A Seventh day, but) The Seventh day there eſta- 
bliſhed, and made perpetual, was obſerved by Chriſt, during 
his Lite, for ſo was his cuſtom, Luke 4. 16, to 21. Enquery, p. 38. 

39, 41, 42, 43, 45. and was obſerved by Believers atter his 
Death, Reſurre&ion, and Aſcenſion; ſo was Paul's cuſtom, 
Atts 17. 2. which was never altered by the Ward that I know. 

Which confirming and making the Law perpetual, and every 
Jor and Tittle of ic by Chriſt, who was and is Jehovah, docs 
alſo fully prove (as I think) that (not A, but) the Seventh-day- 
Sabbath was neither altered, nor changed, nor forgotten, nor 
any way uncertain to Chrilts time, neither as to the day, nor 
as tothe beginning or ending of it, and that the Seventh day is 
the Lords Day. 4 

This being premiled, let us conſider what the DoRor further 
offers for the Firſt, or againſt che. Seventh day ; p. 17. 18. he 
tells us, That Chrift on the day of bu reſurrefion, <a not only ap- 
pear to the good Women at the Sepulchre, and declare to them the Re- 
ſurret{ion, but alſo the ſame day himſelf declares it to two of them. 
going ro Emmaus, Luke 24. 27, 32. and did expound to them in all 
the Scriptures, the things concerning bimſelf, and 4a open to them the 
the Scriptures, and did (as he takes it) celebrate the Lords Supper, 
implyed inthe words, be took bread, and bleſſed it, and braks, and 
gave to them, ver. 3o, &Cc. 

'Tis true, Chrilt after the ReſurreRion, appeared to Mary 
Magdalen, and to the other Mary, Matt. 28. 1. 9. 

And che Angel ſail to them, v. 5. and Mark 16.5,6. He & 
not here but u riſen, go tell bas diſciples that be « riſen from the dead, 
which they did, but the Diſciples believed thern not. 

Now 'cis certain, as 'tis agreed, that Chriſt role the Third 
day, which 'Thicd day was the Ficſt day of the Week ; and that 
the Angel Matth. 28. 5. (and two Angels Luke 24. 4. and Jobs 
20. & 12) laid to the Women, that Chrift was riſen, and the wo» 
wen told it to rhe Diſciples, yet tbe Diſciples would not believe them ;; 
and we have Chriſt appearing to ewo Diſciples as they travelled 
inco the Country, ark. 16. 12. And they went and told 
7a the reſt of the Diſciples, but they believed not them , Verſe 
me 18. | 

hon Chrilt's appearing to che Women, was a praQtical proving 
of the RelurceRion. 
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Some think the two Diſciples, Mark 16. 12. to be the two Di(- 
ciples traveling to Emmanxs, Luke 24. 13. which is very likely, 
and that ; Peter from Luke 24. 34. and 1 Cer. 15. 5. was one of 
them. But 'cis certain they were two Dilciples, and yet the teft 
would not believe them, Mark 16. 13. 

| And their Diſcourſe upon the way as they travelled together, 
Luke 24. 13. was ſuch as the DoRor mentions, and Chrilt there 
reproved them for not believing what the Prophets had ſpoken, 
v. 25, That Chriſt oughc to ſuffer, but did noc reprove them 
that we read, for travelling on that day. 

And 'tis-likely the' Breaking and Bleſſing of Bread, wer. 30. 
_ (for ought I know) theSacrament of the Supper, and 
implicd. 

t ſtill che Journey from Feruſalem to Emmans, and back a- 
piin wasa travelling Journey, being near fifteen Miles, and more 
then a Sabbath days Journey, as the Door agrees; and 1 do 
not ſee how he can make that Journey -conſiſt with the keeping 
that Firſt day as a Sabbath, whereof there is there, or before 
no Inſtitution,. nor any Mention, but rather the dire& contrary ; 
their travelling upon that Firſt day of the Week (without any 
reproof from Chniſt) as upon any other of the Six days, ſeems 
direQly againſt the DoRor. 

And wither our Lord did then travel without pain (as theDr.) 

15 not written; he had then-the Wounds in his Body, and at his 
appearing afterward to the Diſciples, and Thomas, Fobn 20. 25, 
27. Luke 24.29. and yet might be without pain, tor ought I 
know, but ſurely the two Diſciples travelled as others do. 
_ "And aehonghhe Diſciples were eminently Holy, yer becauſe

And Chriſts appearing to the Eleven as _ ſat at Meat, 
Mark 16. 14. agrees therewith, it was as they fat at Meat.

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And to what he offers p. 19. from Luke 24. 36. & 432. and 
Fobn 20. 19. our Lords appearing to the Diſciples at Ferſalem, 
and ſaying, peace be wnto you. So Mark 16.14, 15, 16. I anſwer, 
this Salutation of Peace be unto you, or ſuch like, is frequent 
in the pan. 18 and muſt be ſtrangely and ſtrongly forced to 
ſpeak any thing of inſticuting the Firit day. | 

The ReſurreQion was and is a great Truth, and neceſſary to 
be known and aſſured, and yet the Diſciples were unbelieving 
of it, notwithſtanding all chat Chriſt told them hefore his Death, 
Mark 9. 31. That be ſhould be delivered into the hands of Men, and 
be killed, and after that riſe the third day, as Mark 10. 33, 34. Luke 
24. 7, KC. 

And his Reſurreftion was proved to them by ſeveral Wit- 
neſles, Luke 24. 10. whole words ſeemed to them as Idle tales , 
wv. 11. and the Lord himſelf upbraides them for their hardneſs 
of heart, becauſe they believed not them who had ſeen him af- 
ter he was riſen, "Mark 16,14, So it became neceſſary (if I 
may ſo ſay) for the Lord to give full and undeniable Evidence 
of the Truth of his Reſurre&ion, by his Perſonal appearing to 
the Eleven upon the very day thereof, as he did, as they ſat at . 


Meat, Mark 16. 14. that there might be no room lefe tor any 
doubt of his being aQually riſen from the Dead. A Truth vpon 


which the whole DoRrine of the Goſpel did, and does eminent- 
ly depend; and this I think is a fair account of our Lords appear- 
ing to the Diſciples at Feruſalem. 

But that this did alter the Seventh, or appoint the Firlt day 
for a Sabbath, I find not, but ſeems all dark ConjeRuare, with- 
out any warrant from the Scriptures. |

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And in p. 28. ſays, We have now found our $aviours Example as to' 
the two firſt Sundays from bu Reſurreftion; if at leaſt their Firſt 
day ol the Week be our Surday, for the uncertainty of the 
days, which is the Firſt, and which is the Seventh day he till 
holds, as before, as I think, againſt himſelf, for if our Sunday 
be not the Firſtday, why does he plead for it ? 

By which, frequent reſerve of the uncertainty which is theFirſt 
day of the Week, if the DoQor docs mean to rebuild the Firſt 
day (as the Romaniſts, and ſome few others) upon the authori- 
ty of the Church, or of the Civil Magiſtrate, it ſeems fair to 
tell us ſo, for if ie be uncertain what day of the Week the Firſt 
day is, I cannot fee any Foundation in the Word, or common 
Reaton for obſerving an uncertain weekly Day, and if it be un- 
certain, then it is certainly gone. | 

As to our Saviours Example which the Door has found, as

In which Expreflions of Holding forth, with others after- 
ward, which refer co Spiritual Praying and Praiſing, as this 
does to Preaching the Goſpel.
